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UNIVERSAL MILITARY TRAINING 


]n the'present discussion's over a proposed universal 


militnry training program for Americun young men, there 
has been mis-information upon bolh sides of the question. 


Too many advocates have given the idea that every 


able bodied young men Should spend a Couple of years in 
the armed forces. The opponents linvo painted dire pic- 
tures of a militaristic iiution with its attending dictator- 
ial powers if sudi a program goes through. 


.Neither side has presented the true picture. As a 


matter of fact the proposed plan offers advantages to 
young men they might otherwise not enjoy. Many young 
men would be able to continue educations that might 
otherwise to Ije broken off because of economic necesssity. 


Briefly, what the, government proposes in the present 


U. M. T. plan is this. As a boy completes his high school 
education, after age 17, or at any event, when he reaches 
his 18th birthday, he would be inducted into service. lie 
would then spend six months in basic training under 
Army or Navy jurisdiction but he, would not be a mem- 
ber of the Army or Navy. Neither would he be subject 
to combat, strike duty or" other military employment. He 
would be a trainee engaged in learning to wear the uni- 
form, handle tools and so learn to conduct himself that 
he would not be a burden to his organization. 


At the end of six months he would have a choice of 


nine options. If he wished, he could remain in camp 
under Army or Navy jurisdiction, for a further period 
of six months in order to complete a full year's training. 
Or, he could enlist in the armed forces for a standard 
tour of enlistment. He could enlist in the National Guard, 
or the organized reserve with assignment to an organized 
unit. He'would be eligible for admission to one of the 
military academies. He could enter a college and enroll 
in a course that includes EOTC. Under this plan there 
•would be a limited number of scholarships for selected 
students. 
.

In the present discusHionrt over a proposed universal 
military training program for American young men, there ^Ktra'ton wfii *1^ >™?z" *at 
has been m is-inform ation upon both sides of the question. 
Too many advocates have given the idea that every 
able bodied young men Should spend a cjouplo of years in 
the armed forces. The opfKmeiits have painted dire pic­ 
tures of a militaristic nation with its attending dictator­ 
ial powers if such a program goes through. 
Neither side has presented the true picture. As a 
matter of fact the jA’oposed plan offers advantages to 
young men they might otherwise not enjoy. Many young 
men would he able to continue educations that might 
o th e rw ise to ty* broken off because of economic uccesssity. 
Briefly, what the government proposes in the present 
U. M. T. plan is this. As a boy completes his high school 
education, after age 17, or at any event, when he readies 
his 18th birthday, he would be inducted into service. He 
would then spend six months in basic training under 
Army or Navy jurisdiction but he would not be a mem­ 
ber of the Army or Navy. Neither would he be subject 
to combat, strike duty or other military employment. He 
would be a trainee engaged in learning to wear the uni­ 
form, handle tools and so learn to conduct himself that 
he would not be a burden to his organization. 
At the end of six months he would have a choice of 
nine options. If he wished, he could remain in camp 
under Army or Navy jurisdiction, for a further period 
of six months in order to complete a full year’s training. 
Or, he could enlist in the armed forces for a standard 
tour of enlistment. He could enlist in the National Guard, 
or the organized reserve with assignment to an organized 
unit. He would be eligible for admission to one of the 
military academies. He could enter a college and enroll 
in a couree that includes ROTC. Under this plan there 
would be a limited number of scholarships for selected 
ttndents.

IB THIS IT? 
If the current drop in commodity prices on the ex­ 
changes is simply a corrective movement only good cun 
come of it. It will be what most persons have been wish­ 
ing would happen. But if it develops into a precipitate 
plunge, the nation will be taee to face with a depression 
which could «detruck hope of a return to economic sanity. 
Sooner or later there had to be something of the sort 
that is now being witnessed. The price structure had 
reached the point where it was based on fictitious values 
aud where consequently there was nothing solid to sus­ 
tain it. The nation’s economy is on anything but a solid 
base as long as continuation of business activity depends 
on relief shipments to Europe and shortages at home. 
None of the developments so far are serious enough 
to cause .undue alarm. The post-war grain boom, based 
on government buying, was unnatural anyway and was 
destined to be deflated, particularly with the prospect 
of an enormous crop of wheat. So long as the process is 
orderly, the inference has to be merely that the spiral of 
inflation has been stopped and that all prices are head­ 
ing for a normal level—not the prewar level, but a level 
that better parallels conditions of the times. 
The turn in the tide, if that is what it is, came so un­ 
expectedly that the economic prophets are wary. What­ 
ever happens, most of them will no doubt be exposed as 
having been wrong as usual. 


8PEED A MAJOR MENAGE 
-A special 40-mile-an-hour holiday weekend speed law 
to reduce traffic accidents, embodied in a bill before the 
New York State Legislature—the present speed limit is 
50 miles—may not be the answer to the problem it seeks 
to solve. Holiday accidents, which come usually in con­ 
junction with traffic tieups, recklessness and the eat- 
drink-and-be-merry philosophy of driving, do not neces­ 
sarily have speed as their chief cause. 
Nevertheless, it’s sound business to emphasize the 
speed factor as the author of this bill is doing. 
Traffic safety leaders can’t point too often to the re­ 
markable record of traffic safety chalked up during the 
war years as a result of curtailed speeds and sober op- 
* -ation. If the public could be prevailed upon to accept 
again, as a regular thing, the same kind of limitations and 
to cooperate in the same patriotic spirit, there isn’t any 
doubt that thousands of lives would be saved every year.

self as one among many who were 
dedicated to tiio cause of freedom, 
and refused to place himself above 
others.

Human Side Of Father Of 
Country Extolled By At­ 
torney At Rotary 
Meeting 


BECAME GREAT 
IN MIDDLE AGE 
Attorney William J. Caldwell. 
Rotarian, and one oi the keenest 
atudents of George Washington, 
great patriot, militarist, and presi­ 
dent, in this section gave another 
Interesting talk on Washington at 
the noon luncheon meeting, of New 
Castle Rotary Club, in The Castle- 
ton, Monday. 
Attorney Caldwell discussed the 
human side of Washington, and 
told of how he had come from rela­ 
tive obscurity to step into the 
breach when his country needed 
him the most. 
Had Washington died at the age 
of 30. when he was seriously ill, 
and wrote that the grim reaper 
might take him, or at any time 
prior to June 14,1775, when chosen 
commander of the Continental j 
Army, largely through the influ­ 
ence of John Adams, he might 
never have had more than passing 
mention in the history of our coun­ 
try, 
Attorney 
Caldwell 
stated. 
Washington was then 43 years of 
age. 
Backed By Adams 
W’hen Washington assumed com­ 
mand. many others had done more 
to distinguish themselves in the 
early defense of their country than 
had Washington, who had retired 
to his farm. It had been two years 
since the Boston Tea Party, and 
the battles of Concord. Lexington 
and Tlconderoga had already iaken 
place. 
Hancock wanted the^ost, 
and had done much to deserve it, 
hut Adams was impressed by a 
speech, which Washington 
had 
made in the Virginia legislature, 
when he deemed war inevitable, of-

What also attracted 
Adams to Washington was the fact 
that he wore the uniform of an of­ 
ficer of the Virginia militia, the 
only one present at the Continental 
Congress thus attired. 
That Washingtoo had committed 
himself to battle the British to 
the last ditch is shown by a plan 
he had evolved, namely, that if 
defeated along the Delaware, he 
would retire into the fastnesses of 
Virginia, and if defeated there, to 
retreat to the other side of the Al­ 
legheny mountains. 
In the summer of 1776. Congress 
passed a resolution, making Wash­ 
ington a dictator. 
He bore this 
honor lightly, and did not follow in 
the footsteps, of other men who 
took such honor to further their 
own Interests, citing Caeser. Wil­ 
liam of Orange, Oliver Cromwell, 
Napoleon Bonaparte, and in later 
years, Hitler and Stalin. 
Washington only considered him­ 
self as one among many who were 
dedicated to the cause of freedom, 
and refused to place himself above 
others. 
He conaidered leadership 
as doing the most work and ac­ 
cepting the most criticism. 
He was great because he did the 
most with what he had at his com­ 
mand, Attorney Caldwell stated in 
conclusion.
